No fiscal implication to the State is anticipated.

The bill would amend the Health and Safety Code to exclude costs for personnel necessary to operate
apublic safety answering point as an operating expense for certain counties. The bill would take effect
September 1, 2003.

L ocal Government Impact

The Tarrant County 9-1-1 emergency communications district is the only district that would be
affected by the bill.

Because the bill would not have statewide impact on units of local government of the same type or
class, no comment from this officeis required by the rules of the House/Senate as to its probabl e fiscal
implication on units of local government.
